$10, $20 Bills 


Merchants in 
Kansas City Area. 
Have Heavy Loss>es 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. 1—(/P)— 


Merchants in this area have suf- 
fered heavy losses in the last 10 
days to passers of two new issues 
of counterfeit bills. 


Howard S. Anderson, supervis- 


ing agent here for the Secret Ser- 
vice, said the arrest of three per- 
sons recently at Springfield, Mo., 
and two at St. Joseph, Mo., had 
failed to stop the tide of $10 and 
$20 fake bills. 


The $20 bills arc on the Federal 


Reserve Bank of Chicago and the 
$10 bills on the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Dallas. 


Appearing on the 
lower 
left 


side and the upper right side on 
the face are the serial numbers, 
which, for the 
$20 notes 
are 


G97859597C and for the S10 bills 
K53375S51E. 


On the lower right side of the 


face on the $10 bills is the check 
number "I" followed by a hyphen 
and the face place number "110." 
The $10 bills have the check num- 
ber "J" and the face 
number 


"16." 
.Notes Deceptive 
"These notes are -well done and 
are deceptive," Anderson 
said. 


"They have been made on photo- 
engraving plates and that is the 
reason the serial numbers arc the 
same." 


Anderson said, however, there 


are several flaws in the bills. The 
$10 bills have been run through 
coffee grounds in an attempt to 
age them and that has resulted in 
yellow stains. The $20 bills are 
printed on bond paper lighter 
than used in authentic notes while 
the $10 bills arc on much heavier 
bond paper. The reverse side of 
the $20s arc a much darker giccn 
than on the real bills.

Henderson, Sheriff Taylor said, 


is an escapee from the State hos- 
pital at Fulton, Mo., since last 
Saturday. 
He was brought to his 


home, and has endeavored through 
Ins family to stay free of the in- 
stitution, and according 
to • his 


statement to Sheriff John Taylor 
had contacted George Anson for 
his attorney. 


Sheriff Taylor said Anson cal- 


led him Tuesday and told him tha.t 
he did not want Henderson taken 
back at this time. Sheriff Taylor 
also stated the state hospital of- 
iicials had failed to notify him 
that Henderson 
had 
reportedly 


escaped from that institution. 


Asked AIISOH To File Petition 
Mr. Anson said today he was 


only 
representing 
Henderson, 


through his family, to file a pe- 
tition and application in the Pro- 
bate court to h«ve his sanity'res- 
tored. After the filing of the pe- 
tition it takes five da^s before the 
hearing is held. 


Mr. Anson also told of Hender- 


son visiting his iarm Tuesday and 
discussing the application. Hen- 
derson, he said, talked of going 
to work on a Iarm, and said "I'll 
behave myself if they don't lock 
me up." 
Mr. Anson tolj a re- 


porter the "whole family wanted 
him out." 


According to Mr. Anson, Mrs. 


Henderson received a 
telegram 


Tuesday from the hospital that 
her husband was gone and re- 
quested her to wire them if he 
came home. He said Mrs. Hen- 
derson, he understood, w'ircd the 
hospital that he was at home. 


Sheriff Taylor, at noon said he 


had received a letter from 
the 


hospital authorities this morning 
that Henderson was missing from 
the institution, "but" Sherilf Tay- 
lor remarked, "it was just a day 
late." 


Mr. Anson said he had notified 


Henderson's brothers in Kansas 
City 
of 
the 
incident 
Tuesday 


night. 
Fearful of Attack 
Hcndeison, told a story to the 


officers and newspaper 
reporters 


that he feared someone was going 
to attack him. He said he 'heard 
his dpg growl and went into the 
kitchen where his wife was and 
as he went through the door saw 
an old butcher knife on the table.

mies of ihe United States and its 
allies. 


"2. An air force whose sticngth 


in nearly all categories is now 
the largset in the 
world 
and 


growing relatively larger month 
by month. 


"3. 
The world's largest 
sub- 


marine 
fleet 
and 
an intensive 


submarine developmenf and con- 
struction program." 


The air force secretary expres- 


sed the belief that if any demo- 
cracy attempted to maintain in 
peacetime a comparable regular 
armed force, "the free economy 
of 
that 
democracy 
would 
be 


wrecked." 


"Here are tluce facts which 


every 
American should know," 


Symington said, "because this is 
the world in which we live. 


•'(1) Behind the Iron Curtain 


there has been an atomic explo- 
sion. 
(2) Behind that curtain is 


the air equipment capable of de- 
livering a surprise atomic attack 
against any part of the United 
States.

Some Hope for 
People Aboard 
Missing Plane 


Faint Signal on 
'Distress Band' 
Has Been Heard

WHITEHORSE, Y. T., Feb. 1— 


(/Pj—A pickup of faint radio sig- 
nals on the "distress band" raised 
hopes anew today in the far flung 
search for a missing C-34 trans- 
port and the 44 persons aboard. 


The U. S. Air Force four-en- 


gined plane, bound for the states 
from Alaska, has been missing 
since last Thursday. The greatest 
search in far north aerial history 
has been pressed for it. 


The report that another U. S. 


Air Force C-54 had picked up the 
weak signals came from Fort Nel- 
son, B. C. 


Hours later, search coordination 


headquarters in Whitehorse con- 
finned thai it had received the 
report from Fort Nelson. 


A plane was ordered to take off 


before dawn with special 
radio 


technicians. They will concentrate 
on locating the faint signals and 
tracing them, if possible, to their 
source. 
Fleet of Planes Searching 


A fleet of search planes will fol- 


low in an intensified sweep of 
the region, about 45 miles south- 
east of Wliitehorse. 


(The Canadian press said re- 


poits of weak signals have been 
received previously in other areas, 
but had proved groundless). 


The area where new hope was 


revived is about 80 miles cast of 
Watson Lake in the Yukon, close 
to the Yukon-British Columbia 
boundary. It is about 130 miles 
northwest of Fort Nelson, B. C. 


The first report of the weak 


radio signal came from Lachlan 
MacDonald, an anchorage, Alaska, 
Times reporter. He was aboard 
the 
C-34 
cargo-carrying 
plane 


lat picked up the signals while 


flying south to Fort Nelson. 


It was heard at 12:16 a.m. Pa- 


cific Standard Time (3:16 a. in. 
EST). 
No Verbal Signal 


"It was not a verbal distress 


signal," MacDonald said, "but a 
key signal on the distress band." 


At 
Whitehorse 
headquarters, 


the report raised new hopes but 
was discussed by Royal Canadian 
Air Force officers with modera- 
tion. 


The C-54 which picked up the 


signals had an experience of its 
own to demonstrate the difficulty 
of- communications under picsent 
sub-zero weather 
conditions in 


the north. MacDonald said it tried 
to radio what it had heard to 
both Whitehorse and Fort Nelson, 
but it failed to get confirmation 
that cither had heard it. 


The new development 
raised 


hopes 
for survivors 
from 
the 


missing plane after they had sunk 
to the lowest ebb after the fifth 
successive day of fruitless aerial 
searching over a vast area of the 
Yukon. 


The last radio signal received 


from the missing C-54 in flight 
was 
from 
Snag, 
Yukon, just 


across -the border trom Alaska. 
That is about 700 miles northwest 
of the area in which the 
new 


hope has sprung.

hing against him. 


What makes that audience so 


arge and so loyal is Godfrey's 
cnack of making friends over the 
air. He's a male Mary Margaret 
McBride, in that he can make 
limsclf sound like he's right in 
he parlor, sitting in the best 
chair, gabbing with the folks. 


His commercials are perfect ex- 


imples,of his man-next-door tech- 
lique. 'Nothing highpo w e r e d , 
nothing persuasive, nothing flow- 
ery—just an easy-going, tongue- 
n-chcek discussion. • 


"We're offering this pot," he'll 


say, talking about a gift offer one 
of his sponsors is making. "All

SNOW, SNOW, beautiful snow! 


. . .except when there's too much 
of it or when there's not enough. 
No matter what the degree, of 
snowfall or temperature, there are 
pictures out there in the great, 
white yonder and there are h§rdy 
camera fans to snare 'em. 


Wintertime to the majority of 


fans is that season of the photo 
year when they are going to catch 
up. on their home movie editing 
and splicing; their sorting and 
filing of negatives; their printing 
and enlarging of pet pictures and 
their pasting of the same into al- 
bums. 
This 
leaves 
very little 


time, as you see, for taking pic- 
tures. 


But even a fair-weather photo- 


grapher can hardly resist the urge 
to get his camera after .a heavy 
snowfall has mantled the earth 
with a beautiful 
white 
blanket. 


Add sunshine sparkling across the 
surface or through tree branches 
and you have a scene made to 
order for even the most inexpen- 
sive box cameras. 
In brilliance 


and clarity, these snow pictures 
are equal to the best you can get 
in mid-summer. 
This goes for 


color pictures, too. Shadow ren- 
dition is apt to be better thanks 
to the reflecting power of sonw.

THE MOST effective pictures 


arc' back-lighted or side-lighted 
for then the sun highlights every 
ridge or ripple emphasizing snow 
texture. 
Framing 
the 
picture 


with tree trunk or branch is al- 
ways an improvement. 
A lens 


shade is almost a necessity, but 
it can be improvised if you don't 
have one. Your hand or hat or 
a newspaper over the lens to min- 
imize glare or to protect it from 
falling snow flakes will do the 
trick too. Of course never blow 
dust or snow flakes off the lens 
outdoors. 
The moisture in your 


breath will freeze on the lens. 
Use, instead, a small rubber bulb 
like a baby or ear syringe. 


When exposed 
to very 
cold 


weather for a long time a camera 
may be hard to opcra.te because 
the metal contracts and oil and 
lubricants 
congeal. 
Therefore 


keep the camera protected until 
the actual moment of shooting. 
Of course the film loading should 
be done in advance and, is possi- 
ble, the shutter setting, lens open- 
ing and even the focus. 
In most 


cases you'll know whether you're 
going to take a scene at infinity 
or a closeup at 8 feet. etc. Then 
all you have to do is sight and 
snap. In between 
pictures 
the 


camera should go back in its case 
or in your pocket or undcf your 
coat. Before .taking pictures again, 
glance at the lens and make sure 
it's clean. 


When you bring a camera in- 


doors after a long session out- 
doors, moisture may condense on 
the lens. Before any more picture 
taking, see that it has evaporated 


or is wiped off with a lens tis- 
sue.

DRY, 
COLD weather is also 


noted for static electricity marks 
on roll film and film pack nega- 
tives and for prints curling and 
cracking. 
These 
static 
marks 


show 
up as lines 
and 
"tree 


branches" and can be minimized 
by winding roll film slowly and 
evenly and pulling film tabs gen- 
tly. Prints curl because the emul- 
sion shrinks a bit in cold weather, 
causing the paper to roll inward. 
When they are straightened out, 
the emulsion cracks. If the prints 
are kept flat at all times they 
won't have a chance to curl. It's 
only when they're lying around 
loose that they are affected. 
To 


fix them up, soak the prints again 
adding one part glycerine to 16 
parts water, then re-dry them. 


Potatoes May 
Be Destroyed 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 — (fP)— 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
proposes to destroy around 50,000, 
000 bushels of surplus potatoes 
unless congress instructs him to 
make some other disposition of 
them. 


This is the quantity of surplus 


potatoes the department figures 
it will be unable to dispose of 
through, give-away programs to 
domestic and foreign relief agen- 
cies, the school lunch program, 
and diversion to livestock feed 
and manufacture into starch. 


The potatoes are being bought 


by the department at prices av- 
eraging above $2 for 100 pounds 
under-a price support program. 


Brannan was expected to outline 


his plans before a closed meeting 
of the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee this morning. 


A Brannan assistant said the 


secretary was prepared to argue 
that destruction of the potatoes 
was the "cheapest" way out for 
the government. 


The surplus potatoes could be 


used for making alcohol, but pro- 
cessors would take them only if 
the government paid the freight 
from areas of production to plants. 
That would cost the governmenl 
about $15,000,000 in excess of the 
purchase price.

Formosa Crusade Flops as 
GOP Political Issue 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—An interesting de- 


velopment has taken place inside the atomic 
energy commission, wherein President Truman 
is seriously considering a Republican to be the 
new chairman, replacing David Lilienthal. 


The Republican is Admiral Lewis Strauss, 


one-time secretary to Herbert Hoover and a 
member of the Wall Street "firm of Kuhn, Loeb. 
It was Strauss who vigorously opposed Lilienthal 
inside the commission regarding the hydrogen 
bomb — Strauss being for the new bomb, Li- 
lienthal being against it. 


Feeling between,the two men has been strain- 


ed and the president — instead of siding with 
'his old democratic friend, Lilienthal — has 
backed up Republican Strauss regarding the H- 
bomb and now is even considering him for the 
chairman. 


Strauss, 
however, 
believes 
the 
chairman 


should be a Democrat; also says he expects to 
resign from government. This means that Tru- 
man will have three atomic vacancies to fill — 
Lilienthal's, Strauss's and Sumner Pike's, also 
a Republican. 


One reason for Truman's sudden coolness to- 


ward Lilienthal has been the fear" that his 
negative ideas on the hydrogen bomb would be 
picked up by Moscow and used as a phony 
peace offensive. That was why Truman was so 
opposed to Lilicnthal's idea of going to Moscow 
to try to make a bomb deal with the Russians. 


Truman feels, as the result of many attempted 


agreements with Moscow, that any conference 
of this kind would be as profitable as a Missouri 
hound dog baying at the moon. It would merely 
be twisted for propaganda purposes. 


Already, the White House has noted, the 


Russians have started a new and phony peace 
offensive. On Jan. 20, at the very same time 
Moscow had initiated a new blockade in Ger- 
many, Prof. Eursalimsky put out the following 
peace overtures on the Moscow radio: 


"Comrade Stalin pointed out that peaceful 


cooperation between the • capitalist world and 
the Soviet Union remains in force and the pos- 
sibility of peace 'cooperation does not only di- 
minish, but can even increase. 
The proposal 


to conclude a pact of peace between the USSR 
'and the United States, as well as the proposal 
of a pact of the five great powers for the stren- 
gthening of peace are fresh and convincing evi- 
dence of the peace loving foreign policy of the 
USSR. 


"In its international policy the USSR is guid- 


ed by the principle of the possibility of the 
lasting co-existence of two opposite systems — 
the Socialist and capitalist systems. The whole 
of the foreign policy of the USSR bears testi- 
mony to the fact that the USSR is unswervingly 
acting as the partisan of peaceful relations with 
all those countries which in their turn desire 
to cooperate for the best of the world." 
"Oleo" Oscar 
The day after he was unanimously confirmed 


by the senate, Oscar Chapman, the popular new 
secretary of the interior, got some good-natured 
ribbing at the cabinet meeting. 


Asked President Truman quizzically: "How 


does it happen you got through so easily? 
I 


understand even Republicans made speeches 
praising you." 


Replied Chapman: "A very simple explanation 


Mr. President. The senate passed the oleo bill 
just before it took up my nomination. 
Oleo 


greased the way." 
Formosa Issue Fizzle* 


Three extra Republicans, looking for fresh 


ammunition to attack Truman's policy on For- 
mosa, showed up at the closed-door session of 
the senate foreign relations committee. 
How- 


ever, they went away empty handed. 
The 


GOP battle cry to save Formosa petered out 
like a hoarse Halloween horn. 


As the senators settled in their chairs for 


the meeting with Secretary of Defense Johnson 
and Chief of Staff Bradley, Wisconsin's jovial 
Senator Alex Wiley tried to relieve "the tension 
by pointinig to a badge on his lapel with the 
initials "T. T. P." 


"Do you know what those initials mean?" he 


asked the secretary of defense. 


Johnson shook his head, so Wiley boomed 


hilariously: "They stand for tired taxpayer and 
I sure am one." 


Johnson then read a 10-minute opening state- 


ment, after which the senators began machine- 
gunning. 
Most of the quizzing was done by 


Three Republicans — Alex Smith of New Jer- 
sey, Bourke Hickenlooper of Iowa, and Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts. 
The three extra 


Republicans, not members of the committee, 
were Bill Knowland of California, Leverett Sal- 
tonstall of Massachusetts and Ed Thyc of Min- 
nesota They asked no questions, except for 
Knowland who scribbled queries for •Hicken- 
looper to ask. 


The secretary of defense referred most of 


the'questions to General Bradley, who peered 
through his glasses and shuffled through papers 
like a school teacher. On military questions he 
gave a factual expository, complete with dates 
and details, but on political and economic sub- 
jects, he dodged gently. 


MacArthur's Spokesman 
Bradley admitted that Formosa had "strategic 


significance." but he made it clear the island 
was not worth the price of American blood. 


"If we lost Formosa," demanded Hickenlooper, 


'"would the west coast be in danger?" 


Bradley shook his head. 
Weightiest questions came from Senator Smith 


the ex-Princeton professor, who recently got a 
pep talk from MacArthur on Formosa and who 
read off three pages of complicated written 
queries, obviously representing General Mac- 
Arthur's ideas. 


"Have you had the benefit of General Mac- 


Arthur's views?" Smith asked as a starter. 


Bradley replied that MacArthur's views "had 


been taken fully into consideration." 


"Do you feel at liberty to give us his views?" 


Smith pressed. 


Bradley agreed, but the senator from New 


Jersey went ahead with his questions. It was 
apparent from this discussion that MacArthur 
was now in accord with the joint chiefs 'of staff, 
though he had been more urgent in his original 
recommendations. 


Senator Lodge v/anted to know whether there 


had been a conflict between the defense and 
state departments over Formosa policy. John- 
son hastily assured that there had been no split, 
that the two departments had exchanged views 
and submitted their recommendations to the 
security council. 
Then, after examining all 


sides, the president had made his decision. 


Even the Republicans went away from the 


meeting convinced that armed intervention was 
not the solution on Formosa. 
V. S. Autos in Brazil 
A juicy scandal over a black market in Am- 


erican-made autos, refrigerators and washing 
machines is rocking Brazil. 


It all started with a scolding speech in the 


Chamber of Deputies by Ruy de Almeida. He 
revealed that 349 luxury cars arrived in Rio 
in crates between Dec. 17, 1949, and Jan. 11, 
1950. 
They drained off $523,000 in precious for- 


eign exchange. 


According to the deputy's charges, the fancy 


cars were brought in on ships belonging to the 
Loide de Argentina, Serpa-Pinto, and Loide de 
Bolivia companies. 
The licenses on the cars 


were false and counterfeited in Brazil. 


De Almeida promised next to tell all about 


the black market in refrigerators and washing 
machines. 


The deputy went on to say Brazilians had 


placed orders amounting to $4,000,000 for for- 
eign cars. 


Last year, charges were aired in the chamber 


accusing members of the Brazilian purchasing 
commission in Washington of arranging the 
orders. 


Public Power Battle 
A life-and-death battle between public and 


private power interests in the northwest is cen- 
tered in the securities and exchange commission. 
A secret meeting, the sale of vast private utility 
interests in Washington and Oregon, and im- 
portant political fortunes are mixed up in the 
struggle. 


The secret session was held January 12 to 


stop the sale of American Power and Light Co. 
holdings in the northwest to public power dis- 
tricts and swing the properties, instead, to the 
billion-dollar Pacific Gas and Electric Co. em- 
pire. 


The facts of the meeting were dug up by an 


enterprising editor of a great newspaper family, 
Jack Travis of the Hood River Daily Sun. It 
was called at the insistence of Raymond Clif- 
ford, chairman of the Washington public service 
commission. 
He is an appointee of Governor 


Arthur Langlte, a Republican, who, publicly at 
^least, is a great advocate of public power. 


The meeting was held in the office of John 


Laing, attorney for the Pacific Power and Light 
Co., which is up for sale. 
Present also were 


representatives of the Washington Water Power 
Co. and the Washington and Oregon public 
utility commissions. 
> 


It was Clifford and the heads of Pacific Po- 


wer and Washington Water Power (they'll be 
out of jobs if American Power sells) who pulled 
the strings backstage. 


The SEC now has up for decision the sale of 


Pacific Power's common stock to B. J. Van In- 
gen and Co., a New York banking house which 
intends to get rid of the property. It has offered 
to pay $10,000,000 cash and a split on the sale 
of the power and distribution system. 


Another banking group, Allen and Co., the 


bankers for the president of the giant Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co.'s chief, James Black, has 
made a lower bid. This group has announced 
the properties will be operated as a private 
utility. 


Oregon's 
independent 
Republican 
senator, 


Wayne Morse, is encouraging the public power 
crowd, while the regular GOP organization is .in 
the other corner.

The Doctor Says— 
Diabetes Victims Careless 
About Insulin Take Big Risk

Until the discovery of insulin 


nearly 30 years ago, people with 
diabetes almost always died of the 
disease eventually. Even today 
people die of diabetes, but often 
this is their own fault because 
they have been 
careless 
about 


their diet or their insulin. 


Patients with uncontrolled dia- 


betes frequently 
show 
loss of 


weight, are weak and have undue 
thirst, hunger and frequent urina- 
tion . In some the first sign may 
be the discovery of sugar in the 
urine. 


The cause of diabetes dies in a 


small gland lying near the stom- 
ach, 
called the pancreas. 
This 


gland contains cells which manu- 
facture a secretion which aids in 
the use of sugar in the blood. 
When these cells fail to produce 
their secretion, the sugar in the 
blood is not used properly and 
more and more accumulates until 
it spills over through the kidneys 
and is found in the urine. The 
decrease in secretion of these cells 
and the amount of sugar lost 
through the urine reflects how 
severe the diabetes is. 


Controlling Diet 
In cases where some of the cells 


are probably still working and 
the diabetes is not bad, the condi- 
tion can be controlled merely by 


adjusting the diet so that the body 
does not have too much sugar to 
handle. In other cases where the 
diabetes is bad, dieting may no 
be enough and it is necessary to 
inject some of the secrctipn which 


i call insulin (obtained from 


animal pancreas) to help use up 
the excess sugar. 


In the early days insulin had to 


be given before each meal in or- 
der to keep sugar from passing 
into the urine. 
In recent years 


preparations of insulin have been 
developed which are slow acting 
and produce effects which last for 
a long time. 
In many cases of 


diabetes, therefore, it is now pos 
sible to give only one or two in^ 
jections a day because the effec 
of the slow-acting insulin will las 
through several meals. 


Every 
patient 
with diabete 


should be studied carefully to se< 
how much sugar is being los 
through the urine, how much su< 
gar is present in the blood, anc 
how both the blood and urine re 
spend to tests with sugar-contain 
ing foods. After such studies then 
is a good understanding of th 
severity of the condition. 
Th 


doctor can then tell just hov 
strict the diet should be, hov 
much insulin is needed and when 
it should be given. 
Once th 


treatment has been outlined, it i 
up to the patient to follow direc

Machine Used 
At Childbirth 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1 — (ff>) _A 


new 
machine tells 
whether 
a 


woman will give birth normally, 
or if something is wrong. 


It also tells whether she is in 


real labor or false labor. 


The electrical machine was de- 


signed by Dr. Charles M. Steer, 
of Columbia University's college of 
physicians and lurgeons. 
It is 


described today in the American 
Journal of Obstetrics and gynec- 
ology. 


The machine picks up the waves 


of electricity from the uterus or 
womb as it contracts during labor. 
The pick-up is made by electrodes 
placed on the abdomen, and the 
waves 
are recorded on paper 


Called the Electrohysterograph, the 
machine is like those that measure 
brains waves. 


Dr. Steer said the method had 


been used on more than- 200 
patients so far. 
The electrical 


waves before normal births were 
different from those that. were 
abnormal. 


The machine thus can give 


warning of impending trouble, 
and the physician can operate or 
use drugs at the woman's bedside 
at the first sign of labor.

I'm taking this week's columns 


to answer questions from readers 
which seem to cause the most 
confusion. 
Remember, don't be 


thrown off the tracy by conflict- 
ing local rules. Canasta had to 
be good to achieve its tremendous 
popularity. Don't ruin the game 
with queer rules that throw it out 
of shape. Stick to the standard 
National Laws Commission rules. 
* * * 


Q—May I at any time discard 


a card that is playable on a meld 
previously made? 


A—You certainly may. As a 


matter of fact, it is good strategy 
in Canasta 
to discard 
a 
card 


matching a meld you have down 
on the table. For example, if you 
have a natural canasta, it is fool- 
ish to meld the 8th card on your 
canasta. The 8th card is as good 
a discard as a black trey because 
you know that your opponent 
cannot pick it up. 


Then again, suppose that you 


have 4 kings down and pick up 
another king. It may be vitally 
important for you to discard the 
5th king, rather than give your 
opponents a card that they are 
more likely to bt able to pick up. 
thereby getting 
control of 
the 


pack. 


There are also times when you 


may be working on 2 or 3 canas- 
tas. Now if you have a meld of 2 
kings and a deuce and another 
king in your hand, the discard of 
the extra king has a slight per- 
centage of safety—and after all, 
you cannot work on too many 
canastas at one time. 
* * * 


Q—I had several melds down. 


One of them was 3 five-spots. 
My opponent discarded 
a five- 


spot. I claimed that I could take 
the pack and play the five-spot 


on the 3 fives I had previously 
melded. He claimed I could not 
do this, that I must have at least 
one 5 and a wild card in my 
hand in order to take the pack. 
Who was right? 


A—You were right. When the 


pack is not -frozen, and the nlayer 
on your right discards a card that 
matches one of your melds, you 
can play it on your meld and then 
put the balance of the discard pile 
in your hand. Even if your meld 
is a completed canasta, you can 
take that up-card, play it on your 
canasta, and pick up the balance 
of the discard pile. Oi couise, if 
the pack is frozen, you must have 
2 natural cards in your hand
